Tedder, ‘Ike’s’ Aide, 
Vetoed Boss’ Flight

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Algiers—(By Mail) —(#)—General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s plan to fly over the landing beaches on the 
first day of the Sicilian invasion was emphatically vetoed by the 
airman who is to be his deputy in command of the American-British 
invasion forces based in Britain, it has been disclosed. 

Fisenhower, directing the Sicilian operation from Malta, became 

impatient the first day, July 10, for more news from the landing 
forces. The usually genial general believed that no news was bad 
news. 
He announced he would take a plane and go see for himself by 
flving over the beaches. This plan was promptly vetoed by his 
entire staff and settled by pintsized Air Marshal Sir Arthur Tedder, 
commanding the Allied air forces, who flatly refused to assign a 
plane or let any other plane take off with the commander-in-chief 
on board, 

The Allied naval conimander, Admiral Sir Andrew Cunningham, 
added his voice to the veto by saying, jestingly, that he would in- 
struct the Navy to shoot him down if he took off.

°43 Tax Forms 
To Be Mailed 


Marion H. Allen, collector of 
internal revenue, has announced 
that income tax blanks or return 
forms for reporting 1943 incomes 
will be mailed to taxpayers in 
this district Monday and must be 
returned on or before March 15. 

Any single person whose total 
income was $500 or more, and 
every husband and wife whose in- 
dividual income was more than 
$624 during last year will be re- 
quired to file a return at this time, 
as will persons who paid or owed 
a tax on 1942. income. 

Taxpayers will be mailed the 
short form, numbered 1040A, 
which is simpler and quicker to 
fill than the long form, but only 
certain people may use the short- 
er form. 

The long form, numbered 1040, 
which is probably the most com- 
plicated form yet released by the 
Internal Revenue Department for 
taxpayers to fill out, is considered 
more advantageous to use by tax- 
payers who have deductions for 
interest, contributions, taxes, ali- 
mony, etc., that exceed 6 per cent 
of the income, or if after last July, 
the taxpayer married or the num- 
ber of dependents increased. 

Members of the armed forces 
serving outside the United States 
do not need to file a return of 
income until after the war or un- 
til they return to this country. 
The wife of a serviceman outside 
the United States, may also post- 
pone filing until he comes back 
to this country unless she has in-

The idea that warring countries 
might well declare the end of hos- 
tilities and delay the signing of.a 
treaty was advanced by General 
Marcel de Baer, Belgian member 
of the London Allied Commission 
to Investigate War Crimes, who 
laid it before the State Depart- 
ment. 

De Baer argued that the Hague 
convention and other rules of in- 
ternational law would prevent the 
junking of Germany’s Nazi legal 
system during an armistice, giving 
German courts the right to try 
criminals not held by other coun- 
tries. He advocated speedy reor- 
ganization of Germany and the 
Signing of a treaty only after that 


country develops into a nation ac-| 


ceptable to the family of peace- 
loving states. 

White, member of the Foreign 
Relations committee and _ active 
minority leader, said this was not 
the first time that members of) 
Congress had heard reports that 
there would be no peace treaty at 
the conclusion of this war. 

De Baer’s plan apparently would 
point toward executive action to 
end the war, possibly to be sub- 
mitted for approval by a majority 
vote of Congress instead of the 
two-thirds senate vote required to 
ratify a treaty. 

A foreign relations member, 
Senator Gillette, Democrat, Iowa, 
said he thought no agency of the. 
government has any right to com- | 
mit this country to such a plan as 
De Baer proposed. 

“The American people, through 
their congress and under consti- 
tutional authority, have declared 
war,’ Gillette said. “It is the 
American people ...who will 
make the peace.”

NEW YORK CITY, Tuesday.—Here I am in 
New York city again. I have already kept three 
appointments, though our train was somewhat 
late in arriving. Several people will be in to 
see me a little later in the afternoon. Last, but 
not least, 1 promised to take my two eldest 
grandchildren with their mother to see “Winged eae 
Victory” tonight. This will be a great thrill pee 
for them, for I doubt if they have seen many theater nces. 
Certainly not the type of performance which I am given to under- 
stand this one is. Moss Hart, the author, has urged me to see this 
Air Force show ever since it opened, so I am glad we can go tonight. 

Tomorrow we shall be on our way back to Washington, and our 
minds will turn to all the problems facing the government today. 
One cannot help feeling sad that there should be any strikes in 
wartime. Yet, knowing as I do how long certain grievances have 
been building up in railroads, stee] mills, and coal mines, I feel that 
not only the workers involved but the people of the country as a 
whole will have to take some responsibility for these situations. 


If we had been concerned about injustices in the past and had 
insisted that disinterested investigations take place at once and solu- 
tions be found, we probably would not have had the tense situations 
we face today. 

It is not only the rise in the cost of living that brings these 
strikes about. That is just the last straw pressing on the camel’s 
back. It is quite obvious that the soldier out in the field must not 
be the one to suffer. Production and transportation must go on 
wherever they affect materials which go to soldiers. 1 hope that 
the public learns from this situation not to ignore complaints or 
difficulties until they build up into mountains which can be no 
longer ignored. 

To my certain knowledge, there have been a number of investi- 
gations into the entire situation of the coal industry in our country. 
Each time there have been,a number of recommendations made by 
the investigators. But the things that needed to be remedied were 
not. The public has apparently never taken the slightest interest 
to see that any action followed an investigation. Investigations are 
only of use if results follow. 

l saw with regret this morning that the number of pneumonia 
cases was increasing. This is not strange at this season of the year, 
but the shortage of doctors at the present time makes it extremely 
difficult for both doctors and nurses when epidemics spread. We 
should, therefore, make a great effort to keep well.

hw Cook Can 


Learn 


To Make a Good Stew 


By Sally Saver. 


A stew can be an ordinary dish 
or it can be a work of art. The 
difference depends not particu- 
larly upon what goes into the stew, 
for stews are made of cheap cuts 
of meat, but upon a few simple 
tricks that any cook can easily 
learn. The first point to remem- 
ber is that a good stew requires 
long, gentle cooking. Always al- 
low sufficient time for it to cook. 
Don’t try to rush a stew; you 
can’t. The second important point 
is to brown the meat at the start. 
This produces a rich color and 
better flavor. A colorless stew 
has no eye appeal. The third 
point in stew-making is: do not 
overcook the vegetables. Add 
them toward the latter part of the 
cooking time, allowing just enough 
time to cook them to desired ten- 
derness. In a first-rate stew the 
vegetables are whole or in large 
pieces, fully recognizable. 

Now with these basic rules in 
mind shall we.proceed to recipes 


for thoroughly good and yummy 
stews? 


LAMB STEW WITH 
DUMPLINGS 


2 Pounds lamb, cubed 

2 Teaspoons salt 

1-2 Teaspoon pepper 

4 Cups water 

6 Medium carrots 

6 Whole small onions 

1 1-4 Cups green beans 

1 1-2 Tablespoons flour 

1 Tablespoon margarine or fat. 

Brown meat in a little fat on all 
sides, then transfer to a sauce- 
pan. Add water, salt and pepper 
and simmer for 1% hours. Add 
vegetables and continue cooking 
gently for half an hour longer. 
Have dumplings ready and drop 


on top of the boiling stew, cover 
pan closely and steam 20 minutes. 
Serve immediately. 


DROP DUMPLINGS FOR STEW 


2 Cups flour (plain, enriched) 

4 Teaspoons baking powder 

1-3 Teaspoon salt 

1 Tablespoon shortening 

1 1-8 Cups milk 

Sift together dry ingredients, 
then rub in shortening with the 
finger tips, keeping mixture 
coarse and flaky. Add the liquid, 
then drop by heaping teaspoonfuls 
on top of stew. Do not lift the

In Birmingham there is no jealousy between 
the county and city governments or, at least, 
not enough to make the governments blind to 
the fact that as the city grows and develops 
so will the county. 

Because of this happy condition Birming- 
ham is far ahead of Atlanta and most ovher 
southern cities in planning for the future with 
its positive requirement for jobs for the men 
demobilized from the Army and also for the 
assurance of a great development of the city 


and region. 

Listed are eight proposals, most of them 
already in the blueprint stage and not being 
kicked around as political footballs, costing 
upwards of $25,000,000. 

A highway program, much of which has 
lready been completed, gives Birmingham a 
four-lane highway approach over all major 
highways entering the city, with a belt line 
outside the city Jimits, connecting all routes 
so that traffic may transfer to another high-

5. Grade separation of streets and railroads in

| 7. A tunnel through Red Mountain which would 
be self-liquidating by means of toll charges, and 
which would be connected by belt highways lead- 
ing to the Atlanta, Montgomery and Florida Short 
Route arteries.

Watch the Entire Picture 
The danger of partial knowledge of a situa- 
tion was never better illustrated than by the 
1944 outlook for production of war equipment 
in this country. 


In order to get the entire picture, it is ad- 
visable to read the War Department report 
which was made public on Monday last. This 
report showed that, although the production 
peak in some items of military supply has been 
passed, the planned production for 1944 will, 
in its entirety, exceed that of 1943 in dollar 
volume. 

There is danger of public impression that 
the war is practically won and that there is 
no need for continued all-out effort on the 
war program by the industrial and civilian 
forces. This danger arises when it is known in 
one community, for instance, that the rate of 
production in some local war industry has 
been reduced, that War Department orders 
fo. some particu'ar instrument of warfare have 
been cancelled. What the people of that com- 
munity fail to see is that it is merely the 
changing requirements of changing conditions 
of war which have shifted the emphasis from 
one item of production to another. 


For instance, according to the War Depart- 
ment report, the production of sma!l] arms has 
been reduced, because of a plentiful supply on 
hand, a great reserve stock. On the other hand, 
the production of heavy trucks is on greater 
scale than ever ‘before, because the changing 
conditions of combat, as our troops advance, 
lengthen the lines of supply and call for more 
trucks. 


The development of antitank weapons has 
caused a cut back in tank production, but pro- 
duction of Signal Corps equipment must be 
greatly expanded. 


According to the outlook of today, the con- 
struction empiasis in 1944 will be chiefly upon 
ships, planes, heavy construction machinery 
and signal materiel. 


One great factor in the changing of war’s 
needs is the fact that, during 1943, we have 
changed, in practically every theater of war, 
from the defensive to the offensive. Such a 
change calls for an adjus.ment in the type of 
materiel furnished our fighting men. 


Don’t think, because a certain war plant is 
less active, that the war is won and the need 
for home front sacrifice and effort is over. 
Another plant, somewhere else, is increasing 
its capacity and its output. And the overall 
picture shows that the production goals we 
must reach in 1944, including all types of war 
materiel, are greater even than those we reach- 
ed, in 1943.

rines, each with battle time in the Guadalcanal and Pacific island 
area, dropped in to ask if I would publish their “beefs” or com- 
plaints about civilian attitudes they encountered on their return. 


They were fairly bitter, although not unreasonably so. 
They felt, as a national poll since has dem- 
onstrated most men feel who have served in 
combat, that in no other country is there such 
a wide gulf in sacrifice between the people at 
home and the men at the front. 
They listed a number of complaints 
This caused a number of reactions. Most 
agreed with the Marines. Those who didn’t, 
adopted the plaintive, and, to my mind, not well- 
thought-out, attitude of, “We buy bonds, we pay 
taxes willingly, we do all the government asks 
in salvage campaigns, in support of war work. 
What do’ they want us to do?” 
I think that is not well thought out. It 
misses the mark, I believe, rather obviously. 
The soldier who comes back with wounds, with 
illness, or with memories of men dying about 
him, of men displaying great courage in battle, 
of men doing without food and water and endur- 
ing suffering without complaint, will demand, and rightfully so, 
if our contribution has consisted solely of buying a few bonds, 
paying a few taxes, and participating in a few salvage campaigns. 
He does not see the bonds which, after all, are an investment 
paying good returns, and not a sacrifice. He knows taxes are 
heavy, but he also knows they entail no real personal loss or sacri- 
fice of a material nature. He knows that scrap, tin and fats are 
being collected. But he.never meets with these things. If he does, 
he properly, I think, might raise his eyebrows and ask, “So what?” 


What he is concerned with is something deeper and, naturally, 
much trivial—to everyone but him. He is concerned with human 
relationships and in them he does not always feél that the people 
are with him. 


FROM LIFE He gets his reactions from life. I have on my 

desk items which men have told me out of their 
experiences, Some may be exaggerated, but I have no reason to 
doubt the essential truth of them. 


A major swore to this one: “I was sitting in a restaurant 
about 11 p.m. Two soldiers and two girls were eating at a table. 
One of the men had a slight bun on. The one with a bun also 
had a very bad cold. He had no handkerchief and he laughingly 
took seven or eight paper napkins and put them in his pocket. 
A policeman came up and said, ‘Get the hell out of here, all of 
you. I’ve been watching you. Put those napkins back, pay your 
bill and get out.” They got. I wanted to hit the policeman my- 
self, and, there was hate on the faces of a dozen soldiers and sailors 
in the place.” 

(Will those two men think of taxes, war bonds (with their 
interest) and fat campaigns?) 

Let’s ‘run off a few more: “I have an eye shot out, as you see. 
I wear a patch while it’s healing. I don’t like to come in from 
Lawson because people stare at me and ask me questions. One dope 
came up and said, ‘Buddy, why did they take a guy like you in the 
Army?’ I’m sensitive, I guess, but why don’t they have the decency 
to control their morbid curiosity and treat us normally?” 


Another: ‘“‘My wife came up from our home town in Alabama. 
We don’t have a lot of dough and we are stopping at a small hotel. 
Around midnight a cop wakes us up and is pretty tough asking 
when and where we were married. He was insulting and tough and 
made my wife cry. I think the clerk and cop work together on 
raids. We had a hell of a time.” 


Another: “I moved my wife here. 
room. The lady asked was I a soldier. 
quickly, that she didn’t rent to soldiers. 
times to suit me.” 

Another: “Is it right to take ten cents for cashing a traveler’s 
check?” 

Another: “Most of this talk about soldiers getting rates at hotels 
is the bunk. A few here and there are all right. In Atlanta the 
other night the clerk told me all he had was a $5 room and he 
wanted another dollar for the key. I watched. A civilian regis- 
tered. He got a $3.50 room. I followed him into the elevator. He 
told me he had no reservation. Some hotels don’t want soldiers.” 

Another: “The steak was tough and no good, although it was 
costing me two bucks. I had waited a week to be able to buy one, 
I complained about it being tough and no good and the manager 
told me there was a war on and didn’t I know it. I thought about 
guys getting shot so this jerk can stay in business.” 

Those are just a few of them. I’ve got more. The answer might 
be that all soldiers gripe. They do. A soldier is no good unless 
he gripes about his Army life. Here are men being made to feel 
that the public “doesn’t care a damn about them and only wants 
to get what they can out of them.” 

That is why to them the public is too often, if not always, seen 
in a selfish, cheap light. The fact it isn’t all true doesn’t change it 
—for the soldier.

Here is the story 
they told: 

They said they regretted the strategy of the world-wide combat 
made it necessary for these ships to remain inactive so long. The 
day was coming when they’d cover themselves in glory, sending 
British and American ships to the bottom, of course. All the men 
had to do was wait in patience. However, in the meantime, they 
would be pleased to know their comrades of the German navy were 
doing magnificent work in the Mediterranean, where four great 
battleships were winning victory after victory for the Germag cause.

CAN YOU READ HISTORY? We of today are, undoubtedly, 


living in the most important 
period of all world history. What happens in 1944 on the European 
battlefronts will, beyond argument, decide the fate of the world for 
a century or more to come.

FOURTH TERM INDICATED? WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.— 


It may be just overwrought 
political imagination, or perhaps a bit of guilty conscience arising 
from happenings in congress while President Roosevelt was travel- 
ing abroad, but there is no mistaking the air of political expectancy 
that seized Washington over the Christmas weekend. 


The feeling is that Mr. Roosevelt is collecting his forces for a 
foray in his old prewar style against his enemies, all and sundry, 
on the domestic front, and that this scarcely can fail to disclose 
pretty definitely whether he intends to run for a fourth term. 


The incident contributing most to this anticipation was the 


President’s acknowledgment of distaste for the “New Deal” cam- 
paign slogan, and his projection of a new one, “Win the War.” 
To say the least, this was an indication that Mr. Roosevelt is giving 
part of his mind to domestic politics and this at a most significant 
time—the opening of a presidential election year. 


Persons with politically microscopic eyes found several 1944 
clues in the President’s Christmas Eve address to the fighting forces, 
and one of them carried a distinct implication bearing on the 
fourth term. 


“IT can give you assurance that it is the purpose of their (boys 
overseas) government to win the war and to bring them home at 
the earliest possible date,” the President said. In the next para- 
graph he added that “we here in the United States had better be 
sure . . . that they will find a government which, by their 
votes as American citizens, they have had a full share in electing.” 


When he wrote the first of these sentences Mr. Roosevelt must 
have been conscious that it would be construed as meaning that he 
expected to be still in the saddle when the boys come home. And 
however hopeful of an early end of the European war they may be, 
there are féw informed people who believe that any great number 
of our servicemen overseas will be returned before next November. 


SOLDIER VOTE IMPLICATIONS The added suggestion 
that the soldiers, by 


their votes, may have a large hand in deciding their own future, 
strengthened this political implication ; 


At another point Mr. Roosevelt promised that he would “have 
a great deal more to say about certain conditions here at home” 
when he addresses congress two weeks hence. During his first 
two presidential terms he habitually saved his biggest political 
block-busters for congress-opening addresses. 


Very soon after congress convenes will come the President's tra- 
ditional Jackson Day dinner speech, which Chairman Frank C. 
Walker recently wrote members of the Democratic national commit- 
tee might supply “answers to a lot of questions.” 


Importance of these straws in the eyes of the politicians is. 
magnified by their conviction that swiftly moving political events 
have made it imperative for Mr. Roosevelt to show soon his 
1944 hand. 


Particularly during the month he was abroad there were highly 
significant developments on both sides of the political fence. 


Discouragement arising from the November elections, coupled 
with bitter congressional battles over soldier voting, food subsidies, 
taxes, and other issues, has split the Democratic party wide open. 
The growing incompatibility of northern eity New Dealers and 
southern Democrats of the old school long has been apparent, and 
scarcely a day has gone by during the past two months without 
some incident tending to widen this impasse. 


It probably was this condition, literally thundering at Mr. 
Roosevelt’s door from the first mament when he returned to the 
White House, that caused him to decide that his old standby, the 
“New Deal,” was hopeless as a 1944 Democratic rallying cry. 


FDR’S ANTIPATHY FOR DEWEY The Republican hap- 

pening, a possi ility 
even more disturbing to Mr. Roosevelt, is the emergence of Gover- 
nor Thomas E. Dewey as an odds-on favorite for his party’s presi- 
dential nomination. 


Mr. Roosevelt’s political antagonisms are instinctive, and as 
long ago as the New York gubernatorial campaign of 1938 it was 
noted that his hackles rose perceptibly whenever the name of 
Dewey was mentioned. There has been no Republican since 
Herbert Hoover, in 1932, toward whom Mr. Roosevelt has shown 
such open antipathy. In marked contrast, nobody ever has heard 
him say an unkind personal word about either Alf M. Landon 
or Wendell L. Willkie. 


One obvious reason for this differentiation is that nobody 
knows better than the President the value of the New York gover- 
norship as a stepping-stone to the presidency. And from the time 
that Mr. Dewey first began to attract big headlines by his perform. 
ances as district attorney of New York county, Mr. Roosevelt appar- 
ently spotted him as the most potential threat the Republicans 
had produced since their last New York gubernatorial-raised presi- 
dential nominees, Theodore Roosevelt and Charles Evans Hughes.

Foresters, both state and federal, 


100,000 people in 3,000 saw- 
mills, turpentine stills and wood 
processing plants.

But, say the foresters, nothing 
to compare with what it could 
have been all along, and what it 
can be after the war, despite the 
unwise cutting that is going on 
now. 

PROTECTION PLANNED 

They've got plans for a Georgia 
after the war in which timber- 
lands will be protected from fire 
as carefully as a man would pro- 
tect his own house. They’ve got 
plans for a Georgia after the war 
in which a man will “farm” his 
woods as intelligently as he farms 
today for his annual cash crops. 

They hope to see, in a period of 
10 years after the war, 1,250,000 
acres, now barren and eroded, 
planted to seedling trees.

Dick is married and his home is 
in Elizabeth, N. J. He is the tall- 
est correspondent over here, being

Ships of the American invasion 
forces had to sail some 200 miles 
from New Guinea to put the men 
ashore at Arawe. Yet it was not 
until after the landings and the 
warships were on their way back 
that the first enemy air attack 
occurred. 

To date, more than 80 Japanese 
planes have been shot down at 
Arawe. Of these, 37 were bagged 
Sunday night and Monday—at a 
time when Allied leaders were re- 
ferring frankly to Arawe as a di- 


versionary operation for the inva- | 


sion of Cape Gloucester which al- 
ready had opened Sunday morn- 
ing. 

The Japanese must have known 
something was going to happen at 
Cape Gloucester. For two weeks, 
American planes had telegraphed 
that punch with a steady bombard- 
ment. 

BIGGEST FORCE USED 

Sunday morning, the biggest 
force of ships and men ever as- 
sembled in the southwest Pacific 
appeared off Cape Gloucester. Not 
until midafternoon did the Japa- 
nese air force show up. In con- 
trast, the Allied operation was so 
perfectly synchronized, that mili- 
tary leaders checked their watches 
at the exact moment their planes 
were scheduled to appear, looked 
aloft—and there they were. 

Within 265 miles of Rabaul—Ja- 
pan also has a plane refuelling 
base halfway between there and 
Cape Gloucester at Cape Hoskins 
—were targets aplenty. There 
were bombers, fighters, cruisers, 
destroyers, crowded ships, tank 
landing craft. 

The Allies iost one destroyer, a 
small cargo boat and seven planes 
in that landing. The Japanese lost 
61 planes belatedly opposing it. 

In the midst of the invasion 
campaign. the Allied air force has 
pounced on Japanese shipping at 
Kavieng, New Ireland, a vital ene- 
my station on the Nipponese sea 
lifeline from Truk to Rabaul. And 
they have not encountered a sin- 
gle Japanese plane. War corre- 
spondents have written that pre- 
sumably Japan was-7 keeping 
planes at Rabaul for the New 
Britain battle 

But those ships lost at Kavieng, 
including a destroyer and two 10,- 
000-ton vessels, are a part of the 
New Britain battle. Kavieng is 
only 160 miles from Rabaul. It 
has good air bases. No planes? 
Ships without protective air cover 
are dead ducks as the Germans 
proved to the Allies at Bari. 

And invasions of vital positions 
call for opposition before, not aft- 
er, they are accomplshed. 

Kavieng, Rabaul, Cape Glouces- 
ter and Arawe suggest all is not 
well with Japan’s air arm.

MARIETTA, Ga., Dec. 29.—, 
During Christmas week, about’! 
2,000 cases of influenza were pres- 
ent in Marietta and there are still 
at least 1,000 cases being treated,
